Six incumbent council mem¬ 
bers - Randolph Gear, William 
Crova, Charles Miller, Leroy 
Burcroff, William Wadsworth 
and Mike Prybyla - are seeking 
re-electioa They are facing sev¬ 
eral challengers, including John 
Barden, Ellen Craig-Bragg, 
Edward Buczkowski, Harry 
Crout, Tony Heimberger, Leo 
Knasiak, Steven Lewkowicz, 
Rodney Pennington, Jr., 
Christopher Walock and Niema 
White are challenging them. 

The top 14 vote getters will 
have a chance to compete for a 
council seat during the general 
election on Tuesday, Nov. 8. The 
top two candidates running for 
treasurer will also advance. 

Several candidates, when 
contacted Tuesday, said they are 
confident they will have a place 
among the final 14 

“I’m still working hard to 
make sure I get my message out 
there for voters, because it’s 
ultimately their decision, said 
William Crova, a three-term 
councilman. “I’ve been putting 
out signs, responding to 
inquiries from the newspapers 
and talking to as many people 
as I can. I do think people will 
decide they would like me to 
serve again.”

Chandler said city resi¬ 
dents came out in droves once 
word got out about the effort to 
help Katrina’s victims. 

“We’re really pleased with 
what we’ve received so far, but 
more is needed,” he said. 
“One of the things we need are 
can openers - we didn’t 


receive a single one, and if 
anyone can donate those, we’d 
really appreciate it” 

Volunteers from the lodge, 
along with city officials, are 
currently working to package 
the clothes according to size 
and account for everything 
that was donated. Once pack¬ 
ages are organized, the hope is 
that the items can be trans¬ 
ported to the flood area with 
the help of the Michigan 
Salvation Army. 

“They are working with us 
right now,” Chandler said. “If 
everything goes as we’ve

As an investigation begins at 
the site of the EQ Resource 
Recovery facility on Van Born 
Road, a Wayne County Circuit 
Court Judge ordered last 
Wednesday that the ash that 
■ landed on several rooftops after 
the explosion be preserved. 

Judge Wendy Baxter issued 
the ruling after lawyers from the 
law firm of Weiner & Cox 
ij announced their intention to file 
j a class action suit against EQ for 
; damages on behalf of 100 fami-

lies living in the cities of Wayne 
and Romulus. 

The Aug, 9 explosion at the 
facility sent a plume of fire that 
contained trace levels of various 
toxins and the layer of black ash 
on homes, vehicles and the lawns 
of the homeowners. The 
Environmental Protection 
Agency (EPA) is expected to 
release a full report of the con¬ 
tents of the fallout in the next few 
weeks, though preliminary find¬ 
ings indicate that the levels of 
toxins are not harmful. 

Baxter’s order was issued 
after some of the families the 


firm represents reported that 
individuals were cleaning their 
lawns without authorization, said 
attorney Elizabeth Thomson. 

“We had one individual who 
reported to us that a man came 
up to her door and asked if he 
could take a sample from her 
lawn, and she said yes,” she 
explained. “When she came back 
home, her entire lawn was 
cleaned. We decided to ask for 
the temporary restraining order 
to make sure that (EQ) was clean¬ 
ing up in an ethical way, and 
according to the law. We had a 
number of calls from our clients, 


and even people we were not 
representing.” 

Thomson said residents 
should call EQ if and when they 
need help cleaning up their 
property, however 

“We have nothing against 
cleaning up, but we want to make 
sure this is something that is 
being done with the complete 
knowledge of the homeowner,” 
Thomson said. 

The restraining order put into 
place a procedure that requires 
the company to inform the plain¬ 
tiffs’ attorneys if and when they 
go to a site to clean it up. 


Dan Gilbert, a spokesman for 
EQ, did not return several calls 
seeking comment 

Weiner & Cox is one of three 
law firms which filed class action 
suits against EQ. The cause of the 
fire is still unknown and will 
have a bearing on the litigatioa 
The results might not be 
known for several weeks. Fire 
Chief David Allison said that 
arson investigators for the 
Romulus Police Department and 
the U.S. Bureau for Alcohol, 
Tobacco and Firearms (ATF) 
have ruled out foul play as a 
cause for the explosion.

Romulus City Treasurer can¬ 
didate Rank Romeo hopes his 
background as an accountant 
and his desire to cut taws gives 
him an edge over the incumbent 
treasurer and a challenger dur¬ 
ing the Sept 13 primary 

Romeo, 56, has lived in 
Romulus for nine years. He said 
duriqg that time he has noticed 
at least one thing that is nearly 
exclusive to the city that not 
many other municipalities 
engage in. 

“(I would) bring Romulus in 
line with all its neighboring com- 
munities by working to repeal 
the 1 percent Property Tax 
Administration fee charged by 
the treasurers office on residen¬ 


tial property;’ he said "Romulus 
is one of only two communities in 
this area that still levies this fee, 
which costs the average home- 
owner an additional $50 per 
year” 

One of Romeo’s other mis¬ 
sions would be to bring addition¬

""This is basically a cultural 


exchange that will help people 
who go on the trip learn about 
business and culture,” Oakley 
said. “It’s meant to give people a 
more multi-cultural perspec¬ 
tive” 

The GSE is a nationwide pro¬ 
gram. Rotary clubs are broken 
into regions, and representatives 
come together from each region 
in the host city to plan and dis¬ 
cuss service projects. Last year, 
Rotarians met in New Zealand 
and undertook several projects, 
including a project to save his¬ 
torical trees 100 meters high in 
the mountainous city of Napier.

planned, we should be able to 
ship out of here on Saturday.” 

But Chandler said he hopes 
the donations keep coming. 

“Just imagine if you lost 
everything,” he said. “(The vic¬ 
tims) needs are going to be 
tremendous. We’re looking for 
more non perishables - canned 
goods, clothes, toys and sup¬ 
plies.” 

Since Katrina hit 10 days ago, 
people in other parts of the 
country have been inundated 
with images of suffering people 
being moved to other areas for 
their own safety. This week, the 
State of Michigan announced 
300 people would be transferred 
from Texas to Battle Creek, 
where temporary housing was 
provided at a military base. The 
Federal Emergency 
Management Agency (FEMA) 
has estimated that 250,000 peo¬ 
ple could be homeless in New 
Orleans alone 

Chandler also said several 


volunteers have worked to 
make this a successful cam¬ 
paign. 

“I have so many people who 
deserve recognition,” he said. 
“They worked sometimes from 5 
in the morning until 11 at night”

Hying Pilgrims Model Airplane Club 
Giant Scale Radio Control Airshow set

Just past the western edge of Canton 
Township sits the field of the Flying 
Pilgrims Model Airplane Club. When the 
gates are open, said President Jim Repp, 
“just drive back like you own the place” 
The gates will certainly be open from 
10 am. to 5 p.m. on Sept 17 and 18, when 
the group will host the 22nd annual Giant 
Scale Radio Control Airshow. 

The Flying Pilgrims have been part of 
the area for a long time. 

‘If you’ve been in the township for the 
last 15 years, you know about us,” said 
Repp. The group, which boasts more than 
200 members, used to fly their radio con¬ 
trolled scale model aircrafts over fields at 
Van Bom and Lilley roads. Before that 
they could be found on Canton soccer 
fields. Their current field is located in 
Superior Township, but half of their mem¬ 
bers are from Canton. 

The flying field sits on Ridge Road, just 
north of Geddes—that’s Latitude 42° 16’ 
47’ N, Longitude 83° 33’ 27’ W for interest¬ 
ed pilots—and boasts a 400-foot long, 40- 
foot wide runway. That’s big enough for 


some Pilgrims to fly model jets. The air¬ 
show will feature several giant scale mod¬ 
els, which must be at least one-fourth the 
size of the real aircraft 

“Most of the models weigh between 15 
and 50 pounds,” said Jim Repp. “These 
are large models.” 

Pilots are coming from as far as Ohio 
and Kentucky. Repp said he knows of peo¬ 
ple who travel the country for airshows 
like this one 

‘It’s kind of like a subculture,” he said, 
comparing the passion for the hobby to 
motorcycle enthusiasts. 

The family-friendly event typically 
draws 2,000 spectators easily, according to 
Repp. 

“The kids love it” he said. “You watch 
their mouths just hang opea” 

Food concessions will be available at 
the event the Flying Pilgrims are asking 
spectators for a $5 donation per vehicle 
foradmissioa 

“It’s a good show,” Repp said. 
“Everyone likes an airshow, right?”

In the wake of Hurricane Katrina, one thing has become increas¬ 
ingly clear. 

We’re all going to have to do things a little differently for a while. 

It’s difficult to capture the scenes unfolding in that storm-ravaged 
region with a few short words. No doubt, the scenes themselves don’t 
even tell the complete story of the widespread devastation that can be 
found in the wake of the storm. 

It’s also difficult to determine how long-reaching the effects will be. 

As gas prices soar it’s clear, though, that we may all have to change 
our routines. School districts across the state are already looking into 
it, consolidating bus stops to get the most use out of every galloa That 
means children will be asked to walk further to catch their buses, wait 
a little longer 

Municipalities will have to keep a constant eye on their own sup¬ 
plies, as well as the cost to replenish them. It’s still a tough budget 
time, after all, and it doesn’t help when it’s virtually impossible to 
plan for those necessary costs. 

If there’s a silver lining in any of this, it may be that this crisis 
forces to look at ourselves and our neighbors differently and to put 
aside any of the petty discouragements that we sometimes make big 
issues of Perhaps, rather than taking a trip up north, we will stay in 
town. Perhaps, rather than run our air conditioners, we will open our 
windows and let in the sounds of our neighborhoods. Perhaps, when 
cut off in traffic we won’t respond with anger. Maybe we will recognize 
these tiny freedoms for what they are and give thanks that we have 
them when so many others do not 

Another thing has become clear during this time of crisis, as well, 
although this may not surprise many of us. The difficult economy has¬ 
n’t hindered the generosity of residents here in Michigan. Relief 
efforts - both organized and impromptu - have sprung up throughout 
western Wayne County and residents have responded, in kind. 

It’s good to see that kind of response. Goodhearted people have 
pushed aside blame for the conditions in Mississippi, New Orleans 
and other impacted areas and dedicated themselves to helping out as 
much as they cam 

With people like that living among us, it’s clear that the big picture 
will always be in focus. 


Process should be public 


The next few months should prove to be very interesting in the 
City of Wayne. 

As city planners, residents and business owners get together 
with budding architects from Andrews University to help shape the 
future of the downtown and nearby neighborhoods, the city council 
will be asked to appoint someone to make decisions for the city for 
the next two years - and maybe beyond. 

It may seem like a small decision to select the best person to fill 
‘ the city council seat in the wake of the resignation of Don Hartford 
- who is moving out of state - but it has potentially long-reaching 
consequences. 

Given the likelihood that incumbents on the city council will be 
re-elected, whoever is appointed will have a huge advantage when 
he or she seeks re-election, if in fact they decide to. The ‘race’ to fill 
this vacancy will no doubt be more hotly contested that a typical 
election; it gives people a possibility to serve on the council with¬ 
out all the legwork. 

That’s why the process itself will be important The city charter 
doesn’t dictate how the council will go about filling the seat It only 
speaks to the timeline. Since Hartford resigned less than 90 days

Be a part of the planning process 


Like many others in the City of Wayne, I’m look¬ 
ing forward to the upcoming Urban Design Studio 
charrette process. 

That’s a big, clunky title for what is going on at 
the end of the month and it doesn’t really give a feel 
for the whole process. I’ve thought about ways to 
break it down into something a bit easier to say and 
understand, but have so far been unsuccessful. 

Here’s what it is, though: it’s a program put on 
through Andrews University a college known for its 
architectural and urban planning curriculum. It’s 
essentially an intense brainstorming session where 
20 advanced level students from the college come to 
town to spend a week developing ideas for poten¬ 
tial future development patterns in the city. They’ll 
host public meetings, they’ll work with residents, 
business owners, city staff and all that Think about 
looking at the town as it is as a nearly blank canvas 
and thinking what if, and then backing that up with 
the latest trends in development and urban plan¬ 
ning. 

This is a process that many municipalities pay 
tens of thousands of dollars for The city is paying 
about $20,000 - and none of that comes from the 
taxpayers. The Downtown Development Authority 
(DDA) is paying for the whole thing. 

It could bring in some fresh ideas, new ways of 



looking at things and further 
spur on a trend toward revital- 
ization. 

And there’s nothing for resi¬ 
dents to be nervous about, either It may sound like 
a desire to level everything here and start over, but 
that’s not the case. It’s actually designed to build on 
what’s already going on and help the city reach its 
greatest potential. 

It depends on public input, too. 

The city has taken a good approach to get the 
word out about the upcoming design charrettes, 
which will take place at the fire station. The Wayne 
2020 Committee, which started this whole process 
rolling, manned a booth at the Wheelfest last week¬ 
end to pass out information about it and to solicit 
comments from residents about how they think the 
city could best be improved. 

They got a lot of good comments, too, mixed in 
with the expected: this city would be a lot better if 
you fixed the street in front of my house’ notes. 

The questionnaire at the booth asked residents 
to identify the five most important things that apply 
to them, with choices such as parks and nature 
trails, coffee shops or outdoor cafes, promoting a

Storm was like New Orleans itself 


The drive from southern Lower Michigan to 
New Orleans is about 20 hours, if one drives 
straight through the night, as four buddies and I 
did one weekend in our freshmen year at 
Western Michigan University. The trip was, to use 
our description from then, “so college.” We real¬ 
ized one day that the next weekend was the last 
before Mardi Gras, and we decided that day that 
we should drive down there to experience it for 
ourselves. We felt powerful. The decision was 
ours to make. We pooled money, we booked the 
hotel. Of course, we didn’t tell our parents. All 
any of us really knew about New Orleans was 
that it was home to Mardi Gras, and that if we 
went down there it meant we were going to the 
ultimate party. We would be admired for our dar¬ 
ing, and asked upon our return to tell tales of the 
adventure. 

More than anything, the spontaneity of the trip 
gave it potency. It fueled us through the night, the 
idea that we were sure enough of ourselves to 
drop everything and go. We stopped only for gas 
and came upon the city the next day. That we 
made it down there after only a day of haphazard 
planning was a feat in itself. Snapping photos as 
we drove past the Superdome, and walked down 
Bourbon Street through the FYench Quarter, con¬ 
fident in ourquest 



Last week, New Orleans 
was thoroughly and utterly 
wrecked. The images and 
news stories coming from 
there grow more desperate by the day: the death 
toll may reach 10,000; disease could claim many 
more; no power or water or food or jobs—and no 
prospect of any of them returning for months. 
Unrest, depression, chaos. The residents of the 
area have poured into Texas in staggering num¬ 
bers, and have scattered among 11 more states, 
including Michigaa We send aid, but we are left 
to wonder if New Orleans will ever be remade. 

At first I thought I was there once: I was ill 
the city that no longer exists. Then I realized that 
the New Orleans I experienced was always a 
dream, a legend. I was there for Mardi Gras, sur¬ 
rounded only by more tourists; the locals mostly 
stayed away from the partiers. I never saw those 
struggling to survive in that very poor region, 
people who would suffer further nightmares 
when the storm flooded their city. 

But when I think about my short time there, I 
don’t think of the parades, or the night revelers 
on Bourbon Street I think of the spirit in which 
we took the trip, how we left ourselves no time to

There was Kenny Housefeld and Dick 
Goodman who lived next to each other 
across the street Amazingly, they went to 
church on Saturday, which always perturbed 
me because it interfered with our play. 

Of course, Kenny and Dick didn’t go to 



church, they went to 
synagogue on a 
Saturday. I really didn’t 
become conscious that 
they were Jewish until I was an adult Great 
isn’t it, that kind of stuff just didn’t matter? 

Too bad life isn’t that way today. Too bad 
people today put so much emphasis on reli¬ 
gion and race. 

It just didn’t matter in those days if you 
were Irish or German, Jewish or Catholic 
(even though only Catholics would go to 
heaven). We were community, a neighbor¬ 
hood an extended family. We fought, we 
played, we protected each other 

I remember once when I was 4 or 5 years- 
old, I called Butterball’s mother a bastard- 
then said a quick (but not quick enough) 
prayer. 

Mi's. Appel was in her backyard hanging 
clothes—it was called doing the wash in 
those days— yelled across two yards to my 
mother who was in our backyard. 

Mom reacted and whacked me across the 
behind then asked why I did it 

I said because Butterball’s mother had 
called me a “little Polack” 

Mom apologized to me then launched a 
few chosen words across the Kiessel’s and 
Klienard’s yards letting Mrs. Bastard know 
that she should know better. The next day all 
was forgiven and forgottea 

Today, prayer comes easily, especially my 
style. Anytime, anyplace. 

A day doesn’t go by without a good num¬ 
ber of, “Thank you, Gods”. In fact, I like to be 
grateful in advance—that way, I figure, God 
owes me

before a regularly scheduled election, 
the city cannot appoint anyone until the 
first Monday after the next election. That 
means the seat will be vacant for about a 
month; Hartford said his resignation 
would be effective in early October, the 
appointment can’t happen before Nov.

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find out everything you need to know — or at least what to expect - in the first few 
moments of Transporter 2. 

There will be cheesy dialogue. There will be plenty of action Jason Statham. who Jj 

returns to his role of Rank Martin, will perform several improbable acts while he’s 
beating down a handful of bad guys simultaneously, keeping his sport jacket and 
his apparently indestructible Audi intact 

Its a lot of fim believe it or not 

Sure there are some implausible scenes, like when Statham manages to roll 
the aforementioned Audi in mid-air to scrape off a bomb just before it goes off Or 
when he manages to survive a plane crash in the ocean by jumping ahead of the 
resulting flood of water that explodes into the ruined body of the aircraft But hey 
this is a movie about a kidnapping, not physics. 

Martin is an ex-special forces operative who now makes his living talking in 
clipped sentences and driving dangerous goods from point A to point B. He’s 
never late, which is a source of personal pride for him. He’s doing a favor for a 
friend when the movie opens, serving as driver and bodyguard for young 
Jack (Hunter Clary), whose father Jefferson (Mathew Modine) is a high- A 
level executive in a United States narcotics agency Jefferson is not the 
aforementioned friend, but his wife Audrey (Amber Valletta) may be. 

The first attempt to kidnap Jack goes awry when Martin catch¬ 
es on to a phony scheme that plays out violently at a doctor’s 
office. It’s where he first meets Lola (Katie Nauta), an 
assassin who wears more mascara than clothing 
Sporting two huge, silenced automatic pis¬ 
tols, she essentially destroys the office 


and its environs - along with one of 
her cohorts. We also learn why the 
police never respond to these huge 
acts of violence in these kinds of 
movies. When they do this time, they 
get shot to pieces. 

The villains - headed up by Gianni 
(Alessandro Gassman) - eventually 
force Martin to give up the kid. Martin 
vows to return him safely, though, 
because he made a pro mis e to never 
allow harm to come to the boy and, 
well. The Tmnsporter never breaks his 
promises. It’s probably in his brochure. 

The kidnapping is just the begin¬ 
ning of a conspiracy that Martin uncov¬ 
ers, though. There are continuing 
developments throughout the film that 
make it more than just an extended 
car chase through the streets of Miami 
or series of escalating fight scenes. 

Luc Besson serves as co-writer and 
producer on the film, and he brings 
elements to it not usually found in a 
martial arts action movie. Statham is 
good as Martin; he fiTTs out a role that 
was awkward at times in the first 
Tmrisporter. released in 2002. He fights like Jackie Chan and he’s a lot easier to understand. Maybe anyone can 
beat up a dozen or so mercenaries with a fire hose, but to turn it on afterward and inflict further damage? That’s 
art 

As vi ll a ins go, Gas sm a n plays his to perfection. He’s callous, creepy smart and evil, with an angr y sneer and 
good hair 

Tmrisporter2 is that rarity among movie sequels: it’s actually better than the first It’s a brief 88 minutes long 
but it’s much easier to watch than most other films that have hit the screen this summer and it’s a lot more enter- 
tainingthat a physics lesson. 
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The Constant Gardener 

Plot suffers from contrived camera work 



The very name of The 
Constant Gardener tells you it is 
not a typical suspense movie 

There are no huge action 
scenes—no explosions, no 
shootouts. The only car chase is 
brief and simple, a straight shot 
through the African Sahara, with 
no flips or bumps or bruises in 
the end. In blockbuster action 
movies, fights and chases are 
meant to accustom viewers to a 
world without limits and without 
consequences—or, at least, no 
consequences except the ones 
that matter to the hero. 

But the world of The Constant 
Gardener pushes much closer to 
our own universe, where the 
actions of one person, Justin 
Quayle (Ralph Fiennes), threat¬ 
en to become swallowed up by 
power, money and indifference. 
And unfortunately the movie 
seems to suffer the same conse¬ 
quence 

Quayle is a British diplomat 
who is used to operating through 
proper channels. As part of the 
British High Commission, he 
tends to the relationships 
between his country and its for¬ 
mer colonies. His exact role in 
Kenya, where most of the film 
takes place, is never made quite 
clear. But omission and misdi¬ 
rection are the themes here, and 
director Fernando Meirelles 


keeps us away from the charac¬ 
ters for a good portion of the 
movie. Their faces are obscured 
by shadow in the first scene, and 
Quayle’s wife Tessa (Rachel 
Weisz) is murdered by the sec¬ 
ond. As Quayle seeks the truth 
about who Tessa was and what 
she died for, the facts are kept 
from us not only by the story¬ 
telling but also by the incessant 
and deliberate distracting 
shakes, zooms and retreats from 
focus of the camera 

Light floods over one scene, 
and empties out from the next 
Pivotal twists are revealed by 
dodgy characters over choppy 
internet cameras. We see people 
through blinds and fences, foggy 
windows and mosquito nets. We 
jump back and forth in time, and 
key scenes are forever missing: 
the events immediately before 
Tessa’s demise, her marriage to 
Quayle, and the tragic event in 
an African hospital that appar¬ 
ently brings their relationship to 
the breaking point 

The camera tricks and tem¬ 
poral jumps are necessary to aid 
the suspense, we find out, 
because the actual conspiracy 
here is nothing too surprising. 
The facts of it are actually too 
few to summarize without spoil¬ 
ing most of the film. Suffice to 
say that for all the obfuscation, it 


is still apparent by the middle of 
the movie why Tessa—and, we 
find out, thousands of Africans— 
have died. It is at this point, 
when we know all we need to 
know, that an action movie will 
carry us home with shoot-‘em- 
ups and come-uppances. 

In this movie, however, it is 
the point where the movie shifts 
its weight entirely onto the back 
of Quayle, who can either crum¬ 
ble or expose the conspiracy. But 
whichever way he goes, it seems, 
won’t matter. By then, when the 
scope of the evil has been 
revealed, the ethics of the movie 
compete too aggressively with 
the personal story of husband 
and wife. It’s clear that the film¬ 
makers want us to feel complicit 
in everything that has tran¬ 
spired, but with Quayle, we too 
are overmatched by the shaki¬ 
ness of urban Africa and the 
drug companies’ plot for wealth. 
When the credits roll, we are still 
left, as always, to throw up our 
hands and toss out our popcorn 
tubs. 

As a moral tale. The Constant 
Gardener is clear, powerful and 
relevant We become aware of 
the dangers of corporations’ 
influence on government; the 
convenient, utilitarian economic 
attitudes that override death and 
suffering. But that’s something 


we knew already. And formally 
speaking, Meirelles shoots a ter¬ 
rifically and hauntingly beautiful 
film. But the human face, which 
we need to sustain the movie, is 


covered in shadow or muffled by 
grief for too much of it. The 
Constant Gardener, in the end, is 
left with a small box of pesticide 
and a world of untenable weeds.

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Local volunteers on 
way to disaster site

Thousands of people displaced by 
Hurricane Katrina have spent the days 
since it hit land streaming out of coastal 
areas in search food, shelter and safety. 

Eight volunteers from southeastern 
Michigan have headed into the ravaged 
area under the direction and with the help 
of the American Red Cross. More are 
expected to be deployed in the coming 
weeks. Volunteers from across the area, 
from Livonia and Westland to Birmingham 
and Warren, joined the ranks of relief 
workers determined to aid the survivors of 
the damaged cities. 

Fbr three weeks, the volunteers—many 
of whom are retirees—will be assigned to 
the same shelters as those who fled the 
storm. Bryan Peckinpaugh, spokesperson 
for the American Red Cross, Southeastern 
Michigan chapter, said that for the dura¬ 
tion of their stay, volunteers would face the 
same challenges as the survivors. 

“There’s no hotels here,” he said 
Despite the hardships they will face, 
volunteers are lining up to help out 

“Since Sept 11, we’ve had quite a few 
more volunteers,” said Peckinpaugh. Many 
of them have seen similar situations before 
as volunteers on other disasters and all 
take with them extensive disaster training 
experience, Peckinpaugh said. 

Among local volunteers is Manohar 
Sardeshphande of Westland. After 
responding to three previous national dis¬ 
asters, Sardeshphande is considered a sea¬ 
soned veteran. He left Aug.31, 
Peckinpaugh said, for the disaster zone. As 
of press time, he had not yet been assigned 
to a particular shelter. He is expected to 
assist in sheltering operations for the 


beginning of his stay, although 
Peckinpaugh said that he might be 
switched to family services activities once 
the initial need has been met 

Diane Whittl of Livonia also put her life 
on hold for three weeks to help the sur¬ 
vivors of Katrina Like Sardeshphande, she 
left Michigan on Aug 31. Her specialty is 
mental health, so Peckinpaugh said that 
she is likely to be asked to work with the 
different families to help them overcome 
their losses once the immediate need for 
shelter has been met She did similar work 
only weeks ago when she volunteered to 
help survivors of Hurricane Dennis, which 
struck in July. 

Individuals interested in becoming a 
disaster relief worker should contact the 
American Red Cross. They will be asked to 
take three disaster preparedness classes. 
Then, they will be assigned to part of a 
local disaster action team. Each team will 
be on call one week a month, and if a flood, 
fire, explosion or other disaster occurs in 
that area, the team will assist the survivors 
in setting their lives back on track. 

After training at the local level, individ¬ 
uals who want to be considered eligible to 
volunteer for disasters in other regions 
may sign up to be called. 

As of Friday, however, the American 
Red Cross of Southeastern Michigan was 
no longer recruiting volunteers for cleanup 
efforts in areas hit by Katrina 

Fbr those interested in contributing to 
relief efforts in areas ravaged by 
Hurricane Katrina, Peckinpaugh strongly 
recommended that individuals donate 
money to the National Disaster Relief 
Rind, rather than goods.
